LP CouDAtTr 
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OF TRADE 
UNION CONCENTRaTION.- 


The Agenda of the Trades 
Trion Congress at Portsmouth in 
September is of more than usual 
interest, says a Laboor corre. 
spondent of tha Oiener. The 
public has been familiarisad with 
the problem of reorganisation and 
davelopment which is exercising 
the ‘minds of trade. unionists, 
through the discnssion of the 
idea of a “general staff,” which 
rece a deal of 
publicity in tha Press during and 
after the railway strike Iast 
October. It is this problem of 
trade union-.machinery and ad- 
ministration. which gives a special 
interest to the agenda of the next 
Congress. 

The question has been ‘under 
the consideration of the Trade 
Enion Co-ordipation Cammittee, 
and the main proposals in its re- 
port have been embodied in a 
resolution submitted in the nama 
of the Parliamentary Committee 
of the Trades Union Congress, 
which means that tha Parliamen- 
tary Committee has endorsed the 
recommendations made by the 
Co-ordination Committee. It is 
suggested that the Parliamentary 
Committee should be superseded 
by a new executive General 
Council of thirts members, repre- 
senting seventeen trade groups. 
Thus, the mining and quarrying 
industry is to have three members, 
the railway service three mem- 
bers, transport workers other than 
railways two members, tha cotton 
trades two members, agriculture 
one member, and sa forth. 

The new Council will be a 
larger bods than the present Par- 
lismentary Committee, which 
consists of sixteen members. It 
iz proposed that, in addition to. 
working as a single Committee, it 


ishould be subdivided into five 


grocps. The seventeen trade 
stoops represented on the Council 
would be classified under one of 
five headings, thus: the repre- 
sentatives of the shipbuilding 
engineering. iroa and steel and 
building trade unions would form 
one sub-committee, and the min- 
ing. railways and transport 
Tepresentatives another. It is 
intended tbat full-time official. 
shonld be appointed to devote 
themselves to the work of the five 
groups. The Co-ordination Com- 
mittee, in their report, sugges: 
shat. the group, whea formed, 
shauld cultivate the closes: possi- 
ble contact with federations or 
other bodies representing tha 
same interests outside the General 
Council.” and the officials attach- 
ed, in the groups should be 
responsible ‘for “the collecting 
and Sling of special information 
vegardicg the activities of the 
unions represented by the group.” 
If these proposals are accepted 
by the Trades Unions Congress, it 
will be necessary to provide 
additional finances and resources. 
At the present time affiliated 
unions subscribe to the furds of 
the Parliamentary Committea £2 
10s. per 1.000 members (of which 
£1 per 1,099 is payable towards 
the upkeep of the Internationa! 
Trade Union Bureau), and 10s. 
for each delegate attending the 
annus! Congress. This year the 
Congress will be asked to approve 
an annual fee of a penny per 
member of tbe onions affiliated to 
it, Assuming that tbe unions 
affilisted number 6,000,000 mem- 
bers, the new proposal would 
produce an annual inceme of 
£25,000. . 
_ Theserecommendations provide 
bat the framework of the general 
scheme. If they are adopted by 
the Congress, the Co-ordination 
Committee will be able to proceed 
to the formulation of further 
proposals. It will consult the 
Labour Party and the co-operative 
movement with a view to devis-

Reoantly a Paper Was laden on 
the table of the House of Com- 
mons with referanca ta the agree- 
ment which haa been arrived at 
with France for dealing with the 
oilfields, principally those of 
Mesopotamia. The Press As- 
sociation learns that the negotia- 
tions which led to the conclusion 
of the agreement tast Apri] were 
begun shortly after the termina- 
tion of hnstilities, which had de- 
monstrated the vital importance 
to the two conntries of petroleum 
supplies and the inadequacy af 
their own resources. Tha im- 
pertance of placing contessians 
in the hands of serious and re 
sponsible groupa was recognised, 
and the agreement cogtemplates 
support being given only tq such 
groups. The concessions referred 
toin the agreement ate in the 
main those where British and 
French interests are already con- 
siderable in comparison with 
those of the othar Allied nations, 
and where the nationals of the 
two camtries might be expected 
to be seeking-fresh concessions, 
bar the negotiations were the 
outcome of a joint - recognition of 
acommon need, and were in no 
way aimed st the acquisition of 
exclusive nghts.

In regard to Romania, the 
agreement merely providea for 
the support of British and French 
nationals In joint negotiatings 
with the Rumanian Government, 
whose absolute diseretion in the 
| disposition of the properties in 
iquastion is in no way attacked. 
{The same cansiderations would 
apals toany Governcsent- owned 
lands in Ressis. 


The provisions as ‘te Meso 
potamia are a recognition of 
French interes: in the Mosul 
willayet, which had been a subject 
of discussion for some years pre- 
viously. Io the event of these 
4ald3 being developed by private 
saterprise, the local Government, 
apar: from any question of share 
participation, ould be entitled 
to receive roysities op all ail pro- 
duced. The’ agreement leaves 
entirely open the metbod. of da
